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With respect to applicant's remarks found at the bottom of page 14, applicant 
alleges that Mizutani fails to be concerned with data transferred to a printer without 
having an exclusive memory unit for storing the printer data in the controller. First, 
applicant is arguing limitations which are not supported in the claims. There is no 
language regarding an exclusive memory. As a matter of fact this language was 
specifically eliminated to negate a 1 12 rejection. Second, claim 1 does not recite that 
data is transferred to the printer without storing it in a memory. However, claim 1 . 
recites "A controller... having a data transferring unit that transfers the printed data to a 
printer., without a storage unit. ...in the controller." Thus, figure 3a reveals that the 
image storage device 3d is not located in the print control device 3b and hence meets 
the limitation of the claim. The print control means as means for transferring data, as 
seen by the direction of the areas leading from it, and causes data to be transferred to 
printing device 3e. Therefore, this limitation has not been ignored and is at least 
suggested by figure 3a of the Mizutani references. 
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At the bottom of page 15 and bridging page 16, applicant states that Mizutani does 
not teach the absence of a memory in the printer when the printer is resumed after an 
error has occurred in the printer. This limitation is not claimed. What is claimed is that 
the printer not have a storage unit in the controller. And Mizutani does not show a 
memory in a controller. Furthermore, Mizutani teaches an analyzing unit 3c that 
manages the printing and an error processor 3f that passes error data and the number 
of pages which have been successfully completed.
